Obama declares heTl 
veto attempt to get 
rid of triggered cuts 

Washington 

A special congressional super- 
committee acknowledged failure 
Monday in efforts to cut the fed- 
eral deficit by at least $1.2 trillion, 
and President Obama warned that 
he would veto any attempt to undo 
a resulting round of across-the- 
board spending cuts. 

The failure promptly triggered 
finger-pointing between Republi- 
cans and Democrats. 

In a statement at the White 
House after the supercommit- 
tee’s announcement, Obama said, 
“There will be no easy off-ramps 
on this one.” He called on Congress 
to figure out how to achieve defi- 
cit-reduction so that the automat- 
ic cuts are not triggered. 

“Despite our inability to bridge 
the committee’s significant differ- 
ences, we end this process united 
in our belief that the nation’s fiscal 
crisis must be addressed and that 
we cannot leave it for the next gen-

Protesters find hope 
in armed rebellion 
against Assad’s rule 

Beirut 

Attacks by army defectors are trans- 
forming the Syrian uprising into 
an armed insurgency that threat- 
ens to spiral into civil war. The 
Free Syrian Army appears large- 
ly disorganized and is up against 
a fiercely loyal military. 

Still, without foreign military 
intervention or significant cracks 
in President Bashar Assad’s rule, 
the rebel group has emerged as the 
best hope for a growing number of 
protesters who have all but given 
up on peaceful resistance. 

“They are the real heroes of 


this revolution,” said a protester in 
Hama, a hotbed of dissent. “Every- 
one else has abandoned us.” 

There are concerns the orga- 
nized armed rebel group has given 
officials a pretext to crack down 
harder on dissent. Syria’s sectarian 
divide, where members of Assad’s 
minority Alawite sect rule over a 
Sunni majority, means an insur- 
gency could escalate quickly.

Q Driving south on 1-95 is 
horrible on a weekend on 
the best of days; Thanksgiving 
will be awful. Do you have any 
suggestions on how to get to 
Richmond from Silver Spring 
without going down 95 that 
might get me there in time to 
have some turkey?

Waterfront Proposal Slammed 


Alexandria city staff 
says citizens group’s 
plan is unrealistic 

Alexandria 

Alexandria’s acting city manag- 
er and top city staff members, in 
strongly worded language, reject- 
ed the main points of the Citi- 
zens for an Alternative Alexan- 
dria Waterfront Plan on Monday, 
saying that it would cost taxpayers 
about twice as much as the city’s 
plan, that parts are “legally inde- 
fensible” and that the group was 
trying to halt, rather than man-

The alternative plan seriously 
overestimates how much money a 
museum would generate, its reli- 
ance on bond revenues would sad- 
dle taxpayers with a $100 mil- 
lion debt burden for two decades, 
and it underestimates the cost of 
flood mitigation by $3 million, 
the city said. 

“We don’t think it’s financial- 
ly feasible,” said Bruce Johnson, 
the acting city manager, who will 
return to his former job as chief 
financial officer next month. “We 
don’t think it’s legally defensible.

ity to direct and manage change 
under this proposal. Change is 
coming, and it’s a matter of how 
we manage it.” 

The city government is locked 
in a disagreement with CAAWP, 
which formed in the spring because 


its leaders thought the city’s two- 
year process for collecting pub- 
lic input was flawed and the plan 
that the city proposed for rede- 
veloping the waterfront was too 
commercial. Their objections led 
Mayor William D. Euille, a Dem- 
ocrat, to appoint a working group 
to find areas of consensus, but that 
process too has been rife with dis- 
agreements. 

The waterfront working group 
is wrapping up its task and expects 
to make a report to the city council 
soon; the council has set a public 
hearing for Jan. 21, when it is also 
scheduled to vote on a waterfront

Cairo 

Egypt’s civilian Cabinet offered to 
resign Monday after three days of 
violent clashes between demon- 
strators and security forces in Tah- 
rir Square, but the action failed to 
satisfy protesters deeply frustrated 
with the new military rulers. 

The Health Ministry said at 
least 24 people have been killed 
and 1,750 wounded in the latest 
violence as activists sought to fill 
the streets for a “second revolu- 
tion” to force out 
the generals who 
have failed to sta- 
bilize the coun- 
try, salvage the 
economy or bring 
democracy. 

The clashes 
have deepened the 
disarray among 
Egypt’s political 
ranks, with the 
powerful Mus- 
lim Brotherhood balking at join- 
ing in the demonstrations, fearing 
that turmoil will disrupt elections 
next week that the Islamists expect 
to dominate. 

The protests in Tahrir and 
across the nation have forced the 
ruling military council and the 
Cabinet it backs into two conces- 
sions, but neither was significant 
enough to send anyone home. 

The council issued an anti-graft 
law that bans anyone convicted of 
corruption from running for office 
or holding a government post, a 
move that is likely to stop senior 
members from the Mubarak regime 
from running for public office. 

Hours later, the Cabinet of 
Prime Minister Essam Sharaf sub- 


mitted its resignation to the coun- 
cil, a widely expected move. 

Protesters cheered and shout- 
ed, “God is great!” when the news 
arrived of the Cabinet resignation 
offer, but they almost immediately 
resumed their chant of “The people 
want to topple the field marshal” — 
a reference to military ruler Field 
Marshal Hussein Tantawi. 

“We are not clearing the square 
until there is a national salvation 
government that is representa- 
tive and has full responsibility,” 
said activist Rami Shaat, who was 
at the site. 

The council released a statement 


late Monday calling for a nation- 
al dialogue to “urgently study the 
reasons for the current crisis and 
ways to overcome it.” 

The statement, carried by 
Egypt’s state news agency, said 
the military deeply regrets the 
loss of life and has ordered the 
Justice Ministry to form a panel 
to investigate the incidents of the 
past few days. 

Violence has steadily escalated 
since the clashes began Saturday, 
when police tried to clear several 
hundred protesters in the square. 
Repeated attempts to clear the pro- 
testers from Tahrir have failed, and a

death toll that quadrupled overnight 
from Sunday has only brought out 
more and angrier protesters. The pro- 
tests have spread to other cities across 
the country, including Alexandria, 
where one death took place. 

Amnesty International con- 
demned the violence. “While the 
Egyptian authorities have a duty to 
maintain law and order, they must 
not use excessive force to crack 
down on peaceful protests, some- 
thing that poses a severe threat to 
Egyptians’ rights to assembly and 
freedom of expression,” the group 
said in a statement. 

The military on Sunday night 
issued a statement saying it did not 
intend to “extend the transitional 
period” and vowed not to let any- 
one hinder the “democratic tran- 
sition.” The government has said 
elections will be held on schedule, 
starting on Nov. 28. (ap)

Most Valuable Pitcher 


Verlander makes it 
a rare double with 
MVP and Cy Young 


Pro Baseball 

Detroit’s Justin Verlander became 
the first starting pitcher in a quar- 
ter-century voted Most Valuable 
Player, adding it to the Cy Young 
Award he won last week. 

Verlander earned the American 
League MVP honor Monday, receiv- 
ing 13 of 28 first-place votes and 
280 points in voting announced 
by the Baseball Writers’ Associa- 
tion of America. “Obviously, pitch- 
ers are not just written off all of a 
sudden because they’re pitchers,” 
Verlander said. 

Boston center fielder Jaco- 
by Ellsbury was second with 
four firsts and 242 points, fol- 
lowed by Toronto right field- 
er Jose Bautista with five firsts 
and 231 points, Yankees center 
fielder Curtis Granderson with 
215 and Detroit first baseman 
Miguel Cabrera with 193. 

“Not even in my wildest 
dreams had I thought of this,” 
Verlander said. “I want to say this 
is a dream come true. I can’t say 
that because my dream had already 
come true ... to win a Cy Young. And 
the next dream is to win a World 
Series. This wasn’t even on my 
radar until the talk started.” 

Verlander won the AL’s pitching 
triple crown, going 24-5 with a 2.40 
ERA and 250 strikeouts, the most 
wins in the major leagues since Oak- 
land’s Bob Welch went 27-6 in 1990.

Verlander pitched his second career 
no-hitter at Toronto on May 7. 

Last week, he was a unanimous 
Cy Young winner. On Monday, he 
became the first pitcher voted MVP 
since Oakland’s Dennis Eckersley 
in 1992 and the first starting pitch- 
er since Boston’s Roger Clemens in 
1986. The 2006 AL Rookie of the 
Year, Verlander joined the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers’ Don Newcombe as the 
only players to win all three major 
awards in their careers. 

Verlander appeared on only 27 
ballots and was omitted by Jim 
Ingraham of the Herald-News in 
Ohio, who voted Bautista first. Shel- 
don Ocker of the Akron Beacon 
Journal voted Verlander eighth. 

Ingraham doesn’t think pitch- 
ers should be eligible for MVP. “If 
I was ever going to vote for pitch- 
er for MVP, it would be him this 
year,” Ingraham said. “He hasn’t 
appeared in 79 percent of their 
game. ... Would you vote for an NFL 
quarterback for MVP if he only 
appeared in three of his team’s 16 
games, which would be 21 per- 
cent?”

Barry Cofield’s mood has improved, 
even though the Washington Red- 
skins’ losing streak is one game 
longer. 

A week after he feared the sea- 
son would turn “historically ugly,” 
the defensive tackle saw enough in 
a 27-24 overtime loss to the Dallas 
Cowboys to feel that the Redskins 
won’t be a shield-your-eyes train 
wreck the rest of the way.

Writing that “inaction could be 
ruinous for the future of Maryland 
athletics ” University of Maryland 
President Wallace Loh released his 
response to the budgetary recom- 
mendations made by the President’s 
Commission on Intercollegiate Ath- 


letics, agreeing with the commis- 
sion’s recommendation to cut eight 
sports, effective July 1, 2012. But 
Loh and Athletic Director Kevin 
Anderson also gave the eliminat- 
ed teams a chance to raise enough 
funds to ensure survival. 

At a news conference on Mon- 
day, Loh said it “is perhaps one of 
the most painful and heart-wrench- 
ing decisions I’ve made.” 

Anderson added that the “last 
month has been one of the most 
difficult times of my life.” 


Backstory 

An athletics commission released 
a report Nov. 14, proposing Maryland 
cut eight of its 27 varsity teams — 
men’s indoor and outdoor track; men’s 
cross country; men’s swimming and 
diving; women’s swimming and diving; 
men’s tennis; women’s water polo; and 
aerobics and tumbling (once known 
as competitive cheer) —to help allevi- 
ate a multimillion-dollar deficit in the 
school’s athletic department, (twp) 


Anderson recommended that 
supporters of the eliminated teams 
“be given the opportunity to raise 
eight years’ worth of total program 
costs by June 30, 2012, in order to 
keep the program in existence.” 

Loh said that the M Club, the 
main Maryland athletics boost- 
er club, has committed $1 million 
already to this campaign. Because 
of Title IX requirements two 
teams — one men’s, one women’s 
— will need to be saved together.

Packing for a healthy holiday vacation won’t require a special bag if you’re toting 
along Gaiam’s Sol Bhakti Ultra-Light Yoga Mat ($40, Gaiam.com). The 1 mm-thick 
piece of natural rubber is thin enough to fold rather than roll. Our tester even 
managed to stuff it into her purse! And at just a little more than a pound, it’s light- 
er than an iPad. But the mat still manages to cushion joints well enough to help 
you comfortably survive a yoga practice on a hardwood floor. 


Call to Arms and Legs 


The SweatSoLo app 
Lets personal trainers 
monitor their clients' 
workouts from afar 

Rochelle Clarke spent four years travel- 
ing as a consultant. But her business idea 
didn’t come from her work — it came 
from her lack of workouts. “My health 
was suffering because I didn’t have my 
personal trainer with me,” she says. 

So the Washingtonian set out to cre- 
ate an app that would allow users to 
carry their personal trainers in their 
pockets. The result is SweatSolo, now 
available in the iTunes store. 

Trainers upload a schedule of work- 
outs for their clients, who can use the app 
to pull up the exercises they’re supposed 
to be doing and mark each one when 
they’re finished. If a program is taking 
longer than it should, or not happening at 
all, it’s a sign something’s wrong. “They 
don’t need to raise their hands and say, 
T need help.’ The trainer sees they’re 
missing workouts,” Clarke says. 

To deter cheaters from merely phon- 
ing it in — and not actually doing the 
workout — the app also lists where the 
client is when an exercise is marked 
completed. “If the location is a bar in 
Chinatown, the trainer will say, ‘Let me 
pick up the phone’ and find out what’s 
going on,” Clarke says. 

Over the past few months, SweatSolo 
conducted a pilot with D.C.-area train- 
ers, including John Haley, who tested it 
with a client living in California. With- 
out the app, he says, it would have been 
incredibly tricky to monitor her prog- 
ress from across the country. “The time 
they’re not with you is always the hard- 
est part,” says Haley, who even has trou- 
ble keeping local clients on track with- 
out regular appointments. 

In the past, he’s written up lists of 
exercises, but a printout is much easier 
to forget than a phone, which his client

was toting along to the gym anjrway. 
“They’re using the devices to listen to 
music, and then they have the workout 
right there,” Haley says. More impor- 
tantly, he feels like he’s right there, too. 
With the immediate feedback he’s get- 
ting, he’s been able to peek at her prog- 
ress three times a week and adjust his 
schedule for her accordingly. “As a train- 
er, it gives me more work, but it allows 
me to do my job better,” he says. 

But the app is better suited to moti- 
vation than instruction. “Form is the 
hardest part,” Haley says. Just because 
the assignments are completed doesn’t 
mean they’re necessarily being done cor- 
rectly, and there’s nowhere in the app to 
insert detailed descriptions or videos. In 
the case of his California client, she’s a for- 
mer athlete, and Haley trusts she under- 
stands howto follow his directions. But 
with less-experienced exercisers, he says 
it would be necessary to meet face to face 
at least some of the time. 

That’s the point, says Clarke, who 
designed SweatSolo to serve as a supple- 
ment to in-person sessions, rather than 
as a substitute. The app has zero con- 
tent unless a trainer has loaded it, and 
it’s there specifically for you. 

So despite the name, if you’re using 
SweatSolo, you’re never really on your

Turkey’s gaining popularity 
as a delicious lean protein 

There’s a lot of fowl play going on these 
days. That’s because local chefs have discov- 
ered that turkey — so often relegated to the 
Thanksgiving table or between slices of bread 
— can up the innovation and nutrition content 
of their menus. “It’s lean, high in protein and has 
more flavor than chicken,” says Bourbon Steak’s 
executive chef, Adam Sobel, who has created a Pil- 
grim-friendly burger. Here’s how they’re flipping the 

bird every day. NEVIN MARTELL

The menu at this Palisades neighborhood cafe and carryout features Moroccan, Mediterranean 
and Lebanese influences. But no matter what culinary tradition she’s emphasizing in a dish, chef 
Khadija Banouas loves using turkey as her prime protein. “It’s healthier than pork or beef,’’ she 
explains. “Our customers want food that tastes good and is good for them.’’ They can’t go wrong 
ordering the turkey lasagna ($12). The meat is sauteed without oil; there’s plenty of zucchini and 
eggplant in the mix to make sure you eat your veggies; the light bechamel sauce that covers 
the top layer of noodles has “just a little touch’’ of butter; and Banouas leaves cheese out of the 
equation entirely.

Just because you’re dining at a steak house doesn’t 
mean you have to get your moo on. Rather than rely 
on any old bird for his burger ($15), Sobel uses heritage 
turkey — an original breed with more flavorful meat 
than the typical modern turkey. He perks up the patty 
with sage, poultry spice, ground apricot and stuff- 
ing, and then grills it over a mesquite and oak fire. 

The burger’s served on a toasted whole-wheat roll 
smeared with garlic mashed potatoes and crowned 
with a spoonful of homemade cranberry sauce. “It’s 
like Thanksgiving on a bun," Sobel says.

Butcher Nathan Anda’s known for his pork. “But I’m a 
sucker for turkey," he says. Anda was inspired to create his 
homemade rillette ($8 for 4 ounces) when he was brining 
turkeys for sandwich meat and wanted to do something 
with the legs. He cured the dark meat with orange zest, 
thyme, long pepper and brown sugar, and turned it into a 
smooth spread that’s healthier than you might think. “The 
majority of the fat in dark meat is unsaturated," says Anda, 
who recommends eating his creation at room tempera- 
ture on a warm whole-wheat Loaf with sharp mustard.

Chef-owner David Guas’ wife doesn’t eat red meat or pork, but he didn’t want to strike 
meatballs from his home kitchen. So, he created a turkey alternative with enough 
Southern sass that he decided to also serve them at his NOLA-inspired eatery ($6 
for four). “It’s a tender, moist meatball with great flavor," Guas says. “And it’s heart- 
healthy." Freshly ground gobbler, pureed Vidalia onions, bell peppers and garlic get 
balled up, coated in Creole spices and blackened in the oven before coming out to be 
served in a pool of roasted tomato sauce. You can cut back on the calorie content by 
asking that the Parmesan and breadcrumbs that normally top it be held.

man (Chris Cooper) who schemes 
to raze the studio and drill for petro- 
leum, Walter enlists Gary and Mary 
to reunite the Muppets to raise cash 
to buy the place back.

A corporate-style monolith corners 
the market on holiday retail, cruelly 
displacing its outmoded workforce 
and crassly insisting that any indi- 
viduals who fall through the cracks 
are part of the cost of business. 

But 99 percenters don’t need to 
start an Occupy North Pole move- 
ment over “Arthur Christmas,” 
(opening Wednesday), the animated 
comedy that shows how Santa Claus 
manages to deliver all those presents 
in a modern global market. 

This holiday treat has the spir- 
it of Christmas at heart, spinning a 
snowflake-light tale with warmth, 
energy and goofy humor. 

The upbeat, lanky younger son 
of Santa Claus, Arthur (James McA- 
voy) desperately wants to contribute 
to the family business but is a clum- 
sy bumbler assigned to answer chil- 
dren’s letters to the man in red. 

Instead, the glory goes to his 
dad Qim Broadbent), the latest in a 
long line of Santas, who has become 
a dotty figurehead as older, bolder 
son Steve (Hugh Laurie) revamps 
the sleigh-and-reindeer method

THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George Clooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants," 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny 
needle between comedy and devastating 
drama. Clooney’s Matt King isthe wealthy 
descendant of Hawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident.

HAPPY FEET TWO (PC, 100 minutes) In
